To Hongkong manufacturers, 
Imperial preference {fs ao 
subject of primo importance. 
At a time when our In- 
dustrics need increasingly 
to expand in production and 
in tho marketing of manu- 
factures for the purpose of 
continuing to bolster the 
Colony's economy, any 
modification of Imperial 
preference must have a 
retarding effect. 


Mr Menzies has declared that 
his intention {1 not to seck 
eliminatlon of Imperial pre- 
ference, but to work out 
with Britain a_ bilateral 
modification of the Ottawa 
agreement that would re- 
move the unfair dis- 
advantages which Australia 
today suffers from that 
agreement. That is a tricky 
undertaking, for it Is hard 
to sec how the conditions of 
the Ottawa agreement could 
bo changed without this 
affecting the whole of the 
Commonwealth and the 
colonial empire. 


Hongkong can hardly expect 
its own peculiar problem to 
have any impact on the 
London deliberations, for if 
there Js to be any revision 
of the Ottawa ogreomont it), 
will be based ‘on “tha prin- 
ciple of the greatest good 
for the greatest number. 
Novertholess, the hope Is 
expressed that some sympn- 
thetic consideration will be 
given to Hongkong’s

Now A ‘Startling 
New Theory’ 


From CHAPMAN PiNCHER 


London, June 26. 


A startling new theory about polio which, if 
proved, might save more lives than any vaccine, {3 
put forward ina scientific report today. 


The theory: pollo drikes when 
the body Is short of salt. To 
prevent it—simply put on extra 
sprinkling of salt on your food 
when polio ts prevelant. 


Mr F. A. Irving, County 
Health Inspector for Essex, has 
put forward the theory "after 
many months of careful re 
starch, 


It sounds far-fetched but it 
accounts for four odd facts about 
polio which have » for defled 
explanation,

[ts importance came from the 
loc motive und enginecring 
works cod the cotton spinning, 
textile, hosiery and glove manu- 
facturing. It was the Manchester 
eof Crormany. 


20-Minute Blast 


Cymmercially it was always 
active and enterprising. It sent 
Its woods all over the world, 

Then came Hitler and World 
Wor Il One day in Mareh 1046 
ce c.mbined British and Ameri- 
can alr force bombed Chemnitz. 
Thre raid was short and sharp— 
all over in 20 minutes, Tho town 
was smashed as compilctely us 
the Genmnons had much earlicr 
wiped out the centre of Coven- 
try, Englend, 

Two months more and the 
town was cuught between — the 
artillery of two fronts, That 
compleled its ruin. Half the 
peuple fled or were killed, 
Virtually cvery house was 
damaged In some way, The local 
suthoritles estimate that 60 per 
cent uf the town was reduced 
tu rubble, 

Alterwords, where a town had 
once stood, there waa betwen 
6,000,000 und 7,000,000 cubic 
yards of rubble,
